passed at Monday night's meeting. 


The money received from the sale ot 


the water works bonds is now in the 
liartds of the public service board and 
they have'>also been authorized by an 
ordinance to advertise for bids for the 
construction of the plant. 


The city hospital is well under way. 


The resolution asking for an ordinance 
tor bonds for this purpose met with no 
opposition and seemed to strike a har- 
monious chord in the council body. 


The usual number of petitions from 


property owners received the atten- 
tion of the city fathers and the street 
railway and traction lines came in tor 
their share ot attention.

London, May 9.—There are indica- 


tions that French hospitality will not 
be taxed much -longer by the Russian 
warships, which have been hovering 
about 
the coast of Indo-China for 


nearly a month. 


Official advices have reached St. 


Petersburg which are believed to indi- 
cate that the division under Vice Ad- 
miral Nebogatoff has effected a junc- 
tion with the more powerful squadron 
commanded by Vice Admiral Rojest- 
vensky, and at the Russian capital it 
s expected that'the combined squad- 
rons will lose no time in steaming 
northward to encounter the Japanese. 


Confirmation of St Petersburg's ex- 


pectation is afforded by an official dis- 
patch to the French, naval office an- 
nouncing the Russian squadron has 
!eft Kong Hal bay, its destination 
being unknown. The bay named is 
Drobablywhat is shown on some maps 
as Kanh Hoa or Nha Trang, which is 
a few miles south of Hon Kobe bay, 
where the Russian ships were recent- 
y reported to be. 


Japanese warships are reported to 


be concentrating iu the Straits of For- 
mosa, the scouting line being much 
xtended. 
There has been increasing 
feeling 


n Japanese official quarters regard- 
ng the way in which France has con- 
strued neutrality, and Great Britain's

BATTLESHIPS 


In an Eight-Hour Ocean Race, th« 


Alabama Being Distanced. 


New York, May 9.— Seven big Unitr 


ed States battleships have been in an 
eight-hour 
ocean 
race. The 
news 


was 
brought here 
by the 
battle- 


ship Alabama, which arrived in com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Charles H. Da- 
vis, and will po to the navy yard to 
be overhauled because of the poor 
showing which she made in the con- 
test. The ships were coming up the 
coast last Saturday and were about

the word was given for a speed test. 
For two hours it was nip and tuck, 
there being scarcely a change in the 
relative position of the participants. 
By that time excitement was running 
high on board the battleships, and the 
speed contest had developed into a 
race. 
Finally the Alabama and the 


MT^ichusetts began to fall behind, 
and when the signal ending the race 
was flashed both these ships were far 
in the rear. The Alabama, which has 
the record of being one of the fastest 
battleships in the navy, was fully a 
mile and a half behind the Massachu- 
setts. At the finish the battleship 
Missouri, which had drawn away from 
the others, was only 72^ miles south 
of Cape Henry, having covered 120 ^ 
miles in the eight hours.

CITY WATER WORKS 


Council 
Unanimously Passes Ordin 


ances Giving Necessary Authority 


to Board of Public Service. 


The'water works ordinances passed 


by the-City Council Monday night 
mean -a practical step for city owner- 
ship that is certainly timely and com- 
luendable. It is a! matter worthy of 
congratulation, too, that the Council's 
action'was . unanimous. 
This is the 


way' the council stood originally when 
the, "great contest for city ownership 
was fought otit in the spring of 1902. 
It goes without the saying that this 
unanimous action of the Council is a 
reflex of the evident sentiment of the 
people of the city who decided so em- 
phatically for city ownership of water 
works three years ago. 


The- Board of Public Service will 


now proceed at once under the atl- 
thority conferred by this action of 
the council and make all the jirogiess 
possible under the circumstances. Of 
course the city is tied up in the courts 
and will be until the matter is termi 
nated in the Supreme court. But fur- 
ther delay is now to be obviated as 
far as possible. 


The .Advocate is informed that one 


of the first steps to be taken by the 
Board of Public Service will be the 
employment of a competent hydraulic 
engineer to prepare plans and spcci 
flcations, so that there will be no dc 
lay on this account when final decision 
is reached by the Supreme court. The 
Board, sent out letters today by waj 
ot opening correspondence with well 
known engineers. 
Every other step 


that can be taken by the Board will be 
done with as much promptness and 
expedition as possible.

Addison C. Dickinson sold thp New- 
rk American-Tribune Monday even- 
ng to the new Newark News Printing 
and Publishing company for $51,000, 
ud the new owners took possession 
f the newspaper property Tuesday 
morning. 


This means the retirement ot" Mr. 


Dickinson Irom the Newark newspaper 
field after live years of service and al 
o means the abandonment of the pro- 
xjsition to establish a third evening 
iaper. to be known as "The Leader" 
n Newark. 


The new publishing company was in- 


:orporated at Columbus a short time 
ago with a capital of $50.000 by some 


f Newark's leading men. among them 
being William W. Wehrle. Edwin G. 
Wright, A. H. Heisey, W. H. Mazey 
ohn J. Carroll, Wililam C. Miller, A 
R. Lindorf and Arthur C. Hatch, Mr 
latch having for several years been 
jusiness manager for Mr. "Dickinson's 
paper. 


Alter the incorporation of the new 


company an effort was made to buy 
he American-Tribune but it was held 
at a prohibitive price. The new com- 
pany offered $40.000 and when there 
seemed to be no possibility of acquir- 
ng the plant, the men interested in 
he new venture proceeded to buy a 
complete new outfit after first reject- 
ng a second hand plant at Dayton, O. 


Mr. Dickinson showed fight and in 


augurated a prize voting contest to 
secure long time subscriptions, cut 
the price of his paper to $4 a year 
and reduced the price of advertising 
space. In a recent editorial utterance 
.he publisher intimated that if he 
:ould not secure a proper amount of 
ocal advertising he would go else- 
where for it—in other words - would 
accept Columbus retail advertising to 
compete with the Newark merchants. 


It soon beca'me apparent that a long 


and ugly fight would result and those 
acquainted with the newspaper busi- 
ness saw demoralization ahead. Men 
who had been through a similar strug- 
gle for supremacy advised both par- 
ties to compromise and then negotia- 
tions for the purchase of the American- 
Tribune property were resumed. 


Concessions were 
made by both 


sides and the deal was consummated 
Monday evening when Mr. Dickinson 
was given a check for full payment 
and the new owners took immediate' 
possession. 


Manager Hatch said Tuesday morn-, 


ing that by agreement there will be 
no changes made in the working force 
of the paper for 
two 
weeks. What 


changes will take place then in the 
mechanical and editorial departments 
can not be predicted but changes will 
certainly be made. 


Mr. Dickinson came to Newark five 


years ago from Mt. Vernon after sell- 
ing the Republican-News of that town 
for $26,000. He paid about $9,000 for 
the old 'American-Tribune plant and 
soon equipped it with Linotype ma- 
chines, a Cox press and other machin 
ery at a total outlay of about $25,000. 


Mr. Dickinson has made a good sale 


and the new owners have made a wise 
purchase. 
Some may .think that the 


price paid for the newspaper is ex- 
cessive but experienced, men hold that^ 
the new company showed wisdom-' in" 
acquiring the plant even if it did take 
a few thousand dollars- more than 
a 


new property would cost.

Alden B. Stockwell, whose death on 


Sunday was practically 
unnoticed by 


the financial world, was one ot" the 
largest operators on the street in the 
early seventies, says the Washington 
Star. He was president of the l^anama 
railroad company and the Paciiic Mail 
Steamship company, and in the latter 
capacity made Wall street history. 


The son of a liveryman in 
Cleve- 


land, Ohio, he got a place as purser on 
a Lake Erie steamboat when a young 
man, and while thus employed met and 
married a daughter of Elias Howe, the 
sewing machine inventor. His wife in- 
herited a fortune of $2,000,000 on '.he 
death of her father, and 
the 
purser 


then became a financial'. 


His most celebrated operation was a 


bull movement in Pacific Mail, which 
carried the stock from 45 to 107 in T,iie 
early part of 3 874. Then came a crash, 
the stock going back in two days to the 
point from which it started. Mr. Stock- 
well was quoted at the time as sum- 
ming up this episode of his career as 
follows: 


'They called me 'that fellow Stock- 


well' when I began to stir up things. It 
was 'Mr. Stockwell' pretty soon and 
'Commodore 
Stockwell' 
when 1 pur. 


Pacific Mail up to 107. Then she came 
down and 1 was 'that red-headed son of 
gun from Ohio.' " 


The Pacific Mail company had ob- 


tained a subsidy from Congress, and it 
was charged that Mr. Stoclcwell had 
procured the subsidy by the expendi- 
ture of $750,000 of the company's mon- 
ey at Washington.

When 


the special train arrhed at the sta- 
tion, the chamber of commerce re- 
ception committee, headed by Presi- 
dent Temple and including Governor 
McDonald and Mayor Speer, stepped 
to the rear end of the piesident's pri- 
vate car. Mr. Temple mtioduced him- 
self, being followed by the governor, 
the mayor and Senatois Patterson 
and 
Teller. 
Almost immediately 


President Roosevelt 
emerged from 


the rear door of the car and grasped 
Senator Patterson's hand in a warm 
greeting 
The senator quickly intro- 


duced the other membeis of the re- 
ception committee and then President 
Roosevelt descended fiom the car, 
while the crowd banked behind them 
'cheered loudly. The piesident was 
taken in hand by Mr Temple, the 
governor and mayor and, surrounded 
by a score of local detectives, went 
hurriedly through the arched entrance 
to the station. 


All along the route throngs banked 


the streets and 
waved flags and 


cheered 
vigorously. The president 


stood up most of the time and bowed 
hatless to the cheering crowds. He 
paid marked attention to the women 
and children in the lines, smiling with 
evident pleasure at the greetings of 
the latter. 
The buildings along the 


line of march were gaily decorated. 
Arriving at the Brown Palace hotel, 
the piesident was escorted to apart- 
ments on the seventh floor. Among 
those he received were members of 
the Denver Press club and he accept- 
ed an honorary membership, in the 
club A gold membership medal made 
of Colorado precious metal, with his 
name inscribed thereon as the first 
honorary member of the club, was 
presented to the president. This was 
accepted in a brief but teeling speech 
of appreciation. 


A banquet was tendered the presi- 


dent by the Denver chamber of com- 
merce at the Brown Palace This was

such a program carried with it thi 
necessity ot according to the railroad 
an equal share ot justice with that ex 
acted from them 
The President said: 


"I want to sa> a \\ord as to govern 
mental policy. 1 speak ot" policy ot ex 
extending the powers of the interstafe 
commerce commission and ot giving 
them particular^ 
the power to li\ 


rates and to ha\e the rates that the} 
ti\ go into effect practically at once 
That represents in my mind part o 
what should be the general policy 
the country, the po'icy ot giving not to 
the state, but to the national govern 
ment, an increased 
supervisory ant 


regulatory po\\ei u\er corporations. 


"When you gi\e the nation that pow- 


er, remember that harm, and not good 
will come trom gmng unless you give 
it with the mm detotniination. not onlj 
to get justice tor \om selves, but to do 
justice to other.-, 
\Ve cannot afford 


;mv s,hape or ua'^ to encourage n teel 
ing which would do injustice to a man 
ot propert\ ?nj more than we woul.
